Japanese Reported to Have Landed 
Near Taku-Shan and Russians Ad- 
mit Their Inability to Cope With 
Them at Thag Place. 


FROM THERE, GREAT FORCE 
WILL MOVE ON NAVAL BASE 


Strategists Declare It Can Never 
Withstand Combined Land and Sea 
Attack and That Russia Can’t Pro- 
tect It From North. 


LONDON. April 21.—Reports from the 
far East indicate that war movements are 
shaping themselves to decisive events 
around Port Arthur. 

While the reports that actual fighting has 
begun in that vienity are probably prema- 
ture, there is Treason to believe that the 
Japanese have effected a landing and are 
ready to march on the city and beleaguer 
it. 

The significant dispatch sent out from St. 
Ietersburg last night shows the Russians 
believe the time is near when the Russian 
army must move to meet the Japanese in 
order w save Port Arthur. 

It is practically certain that Port Ar- 
thur will be lost when the Japanese find 
a place where they can land a big urmy. 

Strategists say it cannot hold out against 
a combined land and sea attack. 

With these facts in mind, the St. Pe- 
tersburg dispatch increases in significance. 
It says: 

‘What may turn out to be the anticipated 
flanking movement of the Japanese troops 
is the appearance of a number of Japanese 
ships off Potinsa, near the Gulf of Chigtal 
Tse as reported to the Emperor today by 
Gen. Kuropatkin. 

“Military experts here have long regard- 
ed that vicinity as the probable point of 
disembarkation of the second Japanese ex- 
pedition. It is not far from Takushan (12 
miles to the east) and connects by road 
with Port Arthur (10 miles to the south- 
west) and Feng-Huan-Cheng (5 miles to 
the northwest), where the Russians will 
make their first obstinate resistance. 

“Though the Japanese are building en- 
trenchments on the Yalu, it is believed that 
they will advance soon. The arrangements 
for a turning movement are complete and 
experts say that such a movement could 
properly begin at Taku Shan, as Feng 
Huan-Cheng lies at the angle of an equi- 
laterai triangle, with Taku Shan and the 
mouth of the Yalu at the angles at the 
base of the triangle. 

“The Japanese disembarkation will un- 
doubtedly be covered by a warship and the 
Russians recognize that it will be impossi- 
ble to prevent it. 

“We will strike after they have tanded.”’ 
grimly said a member of the general staff. 

“Gen. Kuropatkin is aware of the gtrate- 
gic importance and it Is understood that 
he made his arrangements accordingly.” 

It has been known for a week that a 
Japanese transport fleet, containing from 
40 to 100 ships. has been in the neighbor- 
hood alluded to in the dispatch and latest 
reports indicate a landing has at last been 
made. 

That a strong enough army to drive the 
Japanese back into the sea can be thrown 
upon them from the north by Russia is re- 
garded as highly improbable 


JAPANESE BRIDGE WRECKERS 
WERE DISGUISED AS LAMAS. 


TIEN TSIN, April 21—Two Japanese 
have been caught, disguised as Llamas. and 
with %0 pounds of gun cotton tn their 
possession, attempting to destroy the Non- 
nie bridge. They have been conveved to 
Port Arthur for examination as t 
they rocured Chinese passports. They 
will afterward be dealt with according to 
martial law. . 

Two high Japanese officials, disguised as 
Mongolians, with dynamite in their pos- 
session, have been captured near Tsitsi- 
har, where there is a very large railway 
bridge. They still await judgment. 

The bridge which was destroyed between 
Tsit-Si-Har and the Manchurian line was 
quite small and unimportant. It was re- 
paired after a delay of only a few hours. 
The destruction of this brodge was prob- 
ably the work of another small party of 
Japanese. But these enterprises have no 
military importance and are significant 
only as indicating the: facility with which 
the Japanese can make long journeys 
through China and Mongolia apparently 
without arousing the suspicion of the Chi- 
nese authorities. 


SILLY RUMORS AROUSING 
RUSSIANS AGAINST AMERICANS. 


BERLIN, April 21.—A correspondent of 
the Frankfurter Zeitung, writing from 
Manchuria under date of March 16, says: 

“Great bitterness has been aroused 
throughout Manchuria against Americans 
and British because it is believed Amer- 
ican and British vessels took part in the 
bombardment of Port Arthur under the 
Japanese fing. This belief apparently is 
Cue to the fact that the Japanese fleet 
was larger than the Russians anticipated, 
and included unknown types of vessels. 

“The feeling is so strong that Americans 
and British are not safe anywwhere in 
Manchuria. One Railly, an American, and 
several others, including Davidson. a Ca- 
nadian, have disappeared. The authorities 
are jooking for them 


“It is reported that an Engiishman was 
arrested in Port Arthur as a spy and was 
taken to Mukden and hanged. 

“The plying of ‘~ so-called flower boats 
on the Liao river, mostly under the Amert- 
can flag and carrying American goods, has 
been prohibited.

This stranger was under 30 years of age, 
closely shaven, of light complexion, about 
5 feet 9 inches tall, of slender build and 
well dreseed. 

The disbelief In any possibility-of Cook 
making away with himsel? is based upon 
his frequently éxpressed disgust with self- 
idestruction. He often declared he would 
never take his own life. “I will go to —— 
fast enough without sending myself there, 
he declared many times. 

Cook is 60 years old, of medium height 
and weighing about 16 pounds. His hair 
and chin beard are gray. On his right fore- 
arm are the initials, “F. J. W.,’’ tatooed, 
he said by the daughter of the captain of 
a ship on which he was in his youth a 
sailor. The initials are those of Fannie 
Jane Williamson, the girl who tatooed the 
letters. 

He has the scar of a bullet wound on his 
left lew. between the knee and ankle, and 
the toes of the same foot are useless} 
from a saber cut. Both wounds were re- 
ceived in battle in the civil war. 

When last seen by his wife he wore a 
leather cap and a dark suit of clothes. His 
three children live in East 8t.

Seal Meat 
a Delicacy. 


The Japanese are exceedingly fond of 
seal meat, and. the flesh of 12,000 of the 
animals will afford a welcome contribution 
to the commissariat of their army, not to 


mention the value’ of theirgpelts, which 
Will be worth a pretty penny. To slaugh- 
ter the unfortunate brutes will be no 
trouble at all, inasmuch as it is simply:a 
matter 6f knocking them on the head with 
clubs, when they are “hauled up’’ on the 
shores in the breeding season. They begin 
to. arrive, after their long annual sea 
trip, early in May, and by the first day of 
June the herds will be assembled at the 
rookeries, * 

The archipelago comprises only two is- 
lands—Copper Island and Bering Island, 
the latter being the larger. When Bering 
landed there he found astonishing numbers 
of blue Arctic foxes, which were so tame 
that they cuold not’be drivan away. They 
ate his provisions, and even attempted to 
devour one of his men, who was helpless 
with scurvy. To get rid of thém bits 
of dry brush were tied to their tails and 
set afire. Recently the natives have made 
a regular business of breeding these fuxes 
for the fur market, 1000 being trapped and 
killed annually. Occasional white ones 
are eagerly hunted and destroyed, to’ keep 
them from contaminating. the stock.

Few Survivors, 

As for seals, naturalists have found that 
they are of exactly the same species and 
variety as those which fréquent the Priby- 
lov group on the other side of Bering Sea. 
Only a dozen years ago there were still 
millions of the animals on the rookeries of 
those islands, notwithstanding the annual 
killing of 100,000 by the Alaska Commer- 
cial Co. for market, But at the present 
time only about 120,000 in all are left alive, 
and these survivors would soon vanish but 
for the measures of protection which Con- 
gress is now on the point of adopting. Also, 
negotiations are under way with the Brit- 
ish authorities, which have for *their ob- 
ject the prevention of pelagic sealing, at 
least for a term of years. 

The seal herds of the Pribylov group, 
with proper protection, would have yielded 
an ihcome of a million dollars annually 
for all time to come, without any reduc- 
tion in the number of the animals, simply 
by limiting the slaughter to*“a numerical 
equivalent of the natural yearly increase. 
But greedy man, as usual, was eager to 
kill the goose that laid the goldeh eggs. 
This, government could not control or pre- 
vent the killing of the brutes at sea, which 
was done chiefly by piratical British ves- 
sels, and to this cause mainly is atributable 
the vanishing of the multitudes which 
formerly’ bred onthe rookeries of the 
islands of St. Paul and St. George. 


FOREIGN BUSINESS INCREASING 


Postoffice Receives 787 Pieces of Mail 
From Abroad in One Day. 


An increase of 30 per cent in tge incoming 
registered mail business has beer nrade at 


the St. Louis postoffice in the last year, at- 
tributable largely to the World's Fair. For 
the first three months of this year 13,900 
pieces of registered mail were received here 
from foreign lands. The number fer the 
corresponding quarter of 1993 was 10,821. 

The biggest day’s record ever made at 
the St. Louis postoffice was last Monday 
when we received 787 pieces* from abroad.” 
said ted aaa Henry Smith to the 
Post-Dispatch. ‘* ednesday we received 
115 pieces from France alone as well as 370 
pieces, filling nine sacks, from the Philip- 
pines. This was mostly valuable articles 
being sent home by American soldiers, but 
the vast increase in the transmission of 
valuable parcels to St. Louis from foreign 
lands is a result of the presence here of 
thousands of foreigners at the World's 
Fair. Many not having permanent ad- 
dresses have their money sent in care of 
the postoffice and a special window for, the 
accommodation of these patrons was fitted 
up today in the west lobby."’ 

As a rule, though,"’ says Postmaster 
Wyman. “the foreigner is so very careful 
with his mail that he has it addressed in 
care of some resident at a given address, 
hence a comparatively smal! part of ‘their 
mail will be called for at the general de- 
livery windows.”

commission and fiy from the islands if 
Mrs. Heckert would accompany him. 

Mrs. Heckert is said to be a beautiful 
woman, and the young lieutenant’s ardor 
led him to make comparisons between her 
and the wives and relatives of brother offi- 
cers which were by no means complimen- 
to the latter. There is no doubt. that 
this comparison embittered his brother of- 
cers against Lieut. Sharpley. 

There was no recommendation for mercy 
in the findings of the court, which recom- 
mended dismissal. President Roosevelt, as 
the final reviewing officer, approved the 
findings of the court, and Lieut. Sharpley 
ceased to be connected with the army on 


April 4. .

She did not begin shuffling her diplomatic 
ecards with Russia until she had practically 
every battleship she needed to put her on 
an equal naval footing in eastern waters 
completed or ready to leave the ways. She 
did not make a move until she possessed 
a full complement of artillery, guns and 
ammunition sufficient to equip as large an 
army as she estimated Russia would dare 
throw into her far-distant Stberian terri- 
tory. She kept her small-arms and am- 
munition factories working for many 
months on double shifts before the diplom- 
atic war cloud was as large as a speck in 
the sky. 

It may be said truly that 
the situation on Japan, but 
of Japan believe that they 
forced the psychological moment on Rus- 
sia. For many years they have realized, 
far more keenly than western nations, that 
if Russia was ever to develop her eastern 
dominion successfully she must have a very 
large slice of China—in fact, all the ter 
tory embodied in Manchuria and Corea, 
land-locking. as it does, a dozen fine har- 
bors, the southernmost of which are ice- 
free the vear round—and these same states- 
men have, with great foresight, syst@mat- 
ically prepared Japan for the conflict which 
was sure to come:

This attitude has created the 
Situation earnestly prayed for by Japanese 
Sstatesman—that is, the sympathy of nearly 
every civilized nation, and positive and po- 
tential allies in the event of national com- 
binations against her have been: secured, 
and, at the same time, a national enthu- 
siasm and patriotism have been kindled 
among her own people which would cause 
them, from the highest to the lowest, to 
be willing to give their lives for their 
country, or, failing this, their fortunes or 
their daily pittance. 

Japanese leaders believe that Russia has 
bluffed, and some of them guardedly ad- 
mit it now. They point out that, even 
assuming Russia could mobilize an immense 
army in Siberia, after transporting it over 
4000 niles of single-track railroad, the re- 
sult would inevitably be a frightful dis- 
aster, as she could not transport the food 
and clothing alone needed. for 500,000 men.

How the Military Trainers Have Developed the Inteligence, Keenness, and 
Loyalty of the Animal Till He Is as Reliable as a Soldier. |

experimenting with dogs trained to 

do military duty; and now it is an- 
nounced officially that the results are ex- 
cellent, 

Perhaps one reason fdr the good behavior 
of the animals is to be found in the rule 
for the guidance of their human trainers, 
which reads: 

“Always, before you punish a dog, make 
sure that you yourself are perfectly calm 
and without anger. Never fail to praise a 
dog for good work. Use every opportinity 
to speak to the dogg, either praising or cen- 
suring them, as the case may demand.”’ 

It is no life of fun and play that awaits 
a puppy who is distinguished by being se- 
lected for the honor of becoming the mem- 
ber of a regiment. He must learn almost 
as Tauch as a private soldier and drill fully 
ase hard. 

The first that is taught to the young dog 
is to walk exactly at the proper distance 
from the soldiers whom he accompanies, 
neither too far before nor behind them, and 
when thus on the march to be absolutely 
as grave and attentive as &@ MAN. 


This training’ lasts till he is 7 months 
old. Then the puppy must turn out every 
Cay and run races with the older dogs 
to strengthen his muscles and chest. After 
he has done this for about five months, 
and when he-is a year old, the real mill- 
tary work begins. 

By this time the dog knows his own 
troop of men pretty well. But he must 
now learn to distinguish every man in it, 
even in the darkest night, so that he shal] 
know by ascent if a soldier who does not 
belong to his ragiment tries to approach 
the camp. 

This, of course, is one of the vital necese 
sities for the war dog, because he is to be 
used both as 4a sentry and a messenger In 
war, and In each case he must recognize 
an enemy or a friend at once. 

Then he must learn to obey instantly, so 
that at the word he stops as if frozen stiff. 
Thus he learns to drop to the ground and 
crouch low with his head between his fore- 
legs the moment he hears the command 
“down.” And there he must remain. for 
hours if necessary, till he hears the regi- 
mental whistle that tells him that he is 
to come on. 

Then comes another hard and long branch 
of learning. He must become so that he 
will carry articles in his mouth and hold on 
to them no matter what happens. The 
trainer gives him a cap or glove at first, 
and sends him to carry it to some officer. 
The men turn out when they see the dog, 
got at him with shouts, and make believe to 
attack him. At first, the new dog either 
drops what he is carrying to bark and snap 
at the pursuers, or he will stand over it 
and prepare to fight. | 

Now, of course, what is wanted in war 
is not that a dog should protect whatever 
the is carrying by fighting for it. In that 
case, his fight would be short, for the 
enemy would simply shoot him and then

get the message or the ammunition with 
which he had been intrusted. 

So the trainer bends al! his efforts to 
teach the dog, first, that he must under no 
circumstance drop the parcel from his 
mouth, and second, that he must dodge an 
enemy, keep out of his sight if possible, 
and under any circumstances run away 


| from him without delay. 


Now, as any dog, ‘no matter how careful, 
may lose his parcel at times, the dog must 
be taught to search for lost articles. He is 
drilled in this until he gets so expert that 
most of the German army dogs can find a 
cap or a glove that has been lost anywhere 
along a line of march a mile long. 

Now comes an important lesson. The dog 
must be taught to lie down alongside of 
any object that may be pointed out by the 
soldier, whether it be a button from a coat 
or 4 cannon, and stay there without utter- 
ing a whimper while his regiment moves 
on. Even if it be away for a day.and a 
night the dog must stay where he is. 


This has two important reasons. One is 
that the men’may wish to creep on. an 
enemy without being incumbered bv the 
dog; the other is that they may wish him 
to remain behind to guard a wounded man 
or some valuable part of the outfit. 


Having learned this, he learns not to 
bark under any circumatances; unti) this 
branch of his education has been finished 
he is unfit to accompany soldiers, for his 
bark would betray them to the foe 


The war dog that has been graduated 
never barks. When an enemy or a stranger 
approaches he crawls close to his masters 
and utters a low growl. By this time he 
has learned, aleo, that the only time to 
fight is when his life is in danger. At no 
other time will he attack any one who ap- 
proaches. Thus, of course, his masters are 
safe against betrayal through any act of 
his. He will lie as close and quiet as. the 
human soldiers. 

Besides acting as sentry, the chief use 
for the war dog is to carry ammunition or 
messages at a time when the fighting is 
such that no human being could be ex- 
pected to pass through the line of fire. 

To enable the dog to do it he {s taught 
to seek covered places whenever he goes 
anywhere. He learns to run along in 
trenches and sunken ways, to creep be- 
hind hedges and fences ,and to slip past 
bodies of men, making himself as in- 
conspicuous as possible. 

The good army dogs have proved that 
they can go five miles with a message, 
passing all sorts of enemies and hin- 
drances on the way. In these trials the 
dogs showed that, however hard pressed 
they might be, they could evade capture 
with wonderful skill, and even in the tight- 
est places they rarely turned tail to re- 
turn, but always tried their best to take 
the messages through. 

So, perhaps, in some war to come a dog 
may even earn the fron cross. Surely, if 
being faithful, true and brave will earn it, 
men may be sure that the dogs will not 


be behind them in deserving it

men to a division, se that the Japanese 
are advancing in force and have, with the 
Imperlal Guard, about 30,000 men well 
massed at the front.

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HARD LUCK STORY 


Brakeman Pursued by Ill Fortune, Is 
Informed That He Is Heir to 
$50,000 Estate. 


HAD BEEN DRIVEN FROM HOME 


Burton Had Many Adventures, But 
for Several Years“He Had Met 
With Various Misfortunes. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 21.—Bernard 
Burton, a railroad brakeman, who lived 
at Port Chester, N. Y., until a few days 
ago, and who worked as a freight brake- 
‘man for less than $15 a week in the Har- 
lem yards, 1s on his way to England to 
claim a legacy of about $50,000. 

When 15 years old he was driven from 
his home in Bristol, England, by 4 cruel 
stepfather, it is said. That was 20 years 
ago. The legacy comes to Burton unex- 
pectedly. An uncle, who was unmarried, 
died recently, leaving a considerable for- 
tune to the children of a deceased broth- 
er. One of these children is ‘‘Barney’’ Bur- 
ton, as he is known. — 

Burton is said to be well read and ob- 
serving. As a boy he knocked about the 
United States at a variety of employments, 
and finally came to New Haven, where 
he was a regular brakeman on the Shore 
Line division of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad. 

Dissatisfied with his station in life, he 
took his savings about five years ago and 
went West to seek a career. He met only 
bad luck. He returned to railroading in 
his extremity, but ill fortune still pursued 
him He was knocked off a box car at 
Kansas City and lay in a hospital four 
months.

LINCOLN, Neb. April 21.—The Bryan 
Democrats have at last awakened to the 
fact that heir hold on the party machinery 
in Nebraska is rapidly slipping from their 
grasp, and that it is by no means sure that 
the Democratic state convention of Ne- 
braska will reaffirm the Kansas City plat- 
form, or even place Mr. Bryan on the list 
of delegates to the national Democratic 
convention at St. Louis.

Splendid Uniforms He Has Had De- 
signed Now Awaiting 
Approval. 


WILL PASS ON SEA TOGS 


With Yacht-Tug the General Will Be 
Very Prominent This Summer 
on the Bay. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 21.—Major-General 
Henry C. Corbin, with the thought of that 
fine, yacht-like tug the government is 
going to furnish for his personal use, 1s 
making preparations to array his crew in 
uniforms the like of which were never 
seen on sea or land, but often on the stage. 
Officers wearing smart, double-breasted 
blouses with two rows of gold buttons 
down the front, white eaps with rakish, 
patent leather visorm and white duck trous- 
ers and white shoes, will face quarterdeck 
when the yacht-tug plows the waters of 
New York harbor. Natty jackies, wearing 
sailor caps, with streamers, sailor jackets 
with wide revers, showing a striped yacht- 
ing jersey, and with trousers that spring 
enough at the bottom to cover a-No. 14 
shoe, will assume graceful attitudes about 
the deck of the vessel. 


Corbin to Be 
Dressed Up, Too. 


Gen. Corbip, brilliantly uniformed, will 
sit under the awning on the afterdeck en- 
tertaining his guests while a white-coated 
steward serves iced drinks from a long 
cut-glass pitcher with grass, pineapples 
and cherries in it. 

“How is she pointing, 
Corbin will sing out. 

The captain will stop pacing the quarter- 
deck, put up his marine giass (not the 
kind the steward is handing around), sa- 
lute and reply: 

“Sou’ by sou’east, sir; about three points 
off Sanitary Scow No. 96.”’ 

“Get her up in the wind, captain, get her 


up in the wind, sir.” 
“Aye-aye, ’ the captain will reply. 


captain?’ Gen. 


sir! 
Then the party on the afterdeck will sing 
‘A Sailor’s Life For Mine’’ and the yacht- 
tug will tear on its way through the bay. 

Of course all this will happen if the war 
department agrees to pay the cost and 
Gen. Corbin has put the matter before the 
department in such a clear light that the 
officials cannot have the heart to refuse, 
especially after they look over the uni- 
forms now on display at the quartermast- 
er’s department in Washington. 

It is understood at Washington that Sec- 
retary Loeb is one of the admirers of Gen. 
Corbin’s plang jo uniform the deckhands 
on the ancien§ #rryboats and tugs that are 
doing army service in the harbor of New 
York. The secretary failed in his plan to 
uniform the White House attendants. 

Ever since Gen. Corbin came to New York 
to take command of the department of the 
Atlantic, with headquarters at Governor's 
Island, he has been busy arranging things 
according to his notion of how they should 
be. He learned all about those things 
when he was a guest of the German Em- 
peror. 

The first thing Gen, 
establish a salon at his quarters. All of 
the officers in the department were in- 
vited to come all dressed up, and Gover- 
nor’s Island never saw such a Drilliant 
sight. When the general came to make 
his visits to the city, and found that an 
ancient ferry boat, patronized by wash- 
women, grocers’ ys and laborers, was 
the only means of transportation, he went 
straight to the front and told about the 
terriole state of affairs. He told the de- 
partment officials right to their faces that 
he wanted a different kind of a tug—a tug 
with a cabin in it, so that if he should 
be caught out as far as Ldberty Statue 
some dark night he could cast anchor and 
turn in without resting his head on a coil 
of two-inch rope... He was told that he 
could purchase such a tug if he could find 
one, but on second thought the secretary 
of war believed it was better to wait un- 
til the summer or vacation season sets in. 

But Gen. Corbin’s eyes, used to the glit- 
ter of gold lace and the shimmer of brass 
buttons} could not bear to look at the 
deckhands working on the Gen. Meigs and 
the Hancock, some of them in their shirt. 
sleeves and without necktics. He wrote a 
letter to the secretary of war and told 
him that it was the duty of the depart- 
ment to make the poor deckhands happy 
by buying sailor suits for them and taking 
it out of their pay. The secretary of war 
replied that he thought so too, and asked 
Gen. Corbin what sort of a uniform he 
would suggest. Gen. Corbin has had con- 
tractors busy for several days making up 
sample uniforms, and now the uniforms 
have gone to Washington to be approved. 
The men on the boats smiled last night 
when they learned that they were going to 
shovel coal and handle hogsheads of mn- 
lasses with nice sailor caps and white duck 
trousers on. 


Officers’ Uniform 


Is a Dream. 

The officers’ summer uniform is to be 
just like that of naval officers on the stage. 
The cap is ornamented with a silver eagle 
on a blue wheel, with stars all around the 
wheel and a sword and key crossed finishes 
the design. This cap will be worn by the 
mate. the chief engineer, the assistant en- 
gineer and the steward. The captain wil! 
wear a cap of the same kind, only he will 
have gold anchors and a gold strap about 
an inch wide across the brim at_ the top. 
This latter pattern was borrowed from a 
cap that Gen. Miles designed for himself 
and adopted and wore. ae 

Then the deckhand is to wear the sailor's 
cap, with streamers of wide gros-grain rib- 
hon and the wider the ribbon and longer 
the streamers the better the cap. They 
must be long enough to flap in the breeze 
when the jacky stands on the port bow 
with his arms folded and looks out to 
Brooklyn. There are to be service stripes 
of wide gold lace to go on the arms of ail 
the men in uniform. Some of the old 
ealt’s arms will be striped like a zebra’s

Pekins Under Cultivation. 

RICHMOND, Va., April 21.-—A_ flock of 
snow-white Pekin ducks numbering 20,906 
and requiring a solid carload of food every 
week, is the “show’’ to which the villagers 
of Riverton take strangers who “haypen 
in’ the Shenandoah valley town. 

The duck farm is said to be the largest 


in the United States. In the laying de- 
partment 1600 mothers are kept busy in the 
ten pens set apart for their use—150 to the 
pen. Each of these subdivisions contains 
a wat of water, which supplies both drink- 
ing and bathing liquid. The hatching is all 
done by incubators. Two thousand fuzzy 
little duckiings are brought into the world 
each week. 

The ducklings are first 
where the temperature Is 
eight days they are transferr to a lower 
temperature room, and, later still, are 
turned mto the open air, under a protect- 
ing shed.
